The manufacture of various kinds of 
siik goods is fast iiecom'ng an important 
and extensive industry in the United 
States. An exchange says: Sewing silk 
is made all over the country, and has 
about crowded out the Italian and French 
manufacture, being quite us good and 
somewhat cheaper The manufacture of 
ribbons, braids and trimmings, has greatly 
increased in these ten years, so that the 
fo.e ! gn merchant is driven out of the 
tna'ke,. 

Tbc-'-e are in Philadelphia thirty trim- 
ming factories. The factory of the Dale 
Company, at Paterson, N. J., turns out 
monthly three thousand pounds of manu- 
factured threads, one thousand gross of 
silk braids, six hundred gross of hat bands, 
and three hundred and fi Fty yards of serge, 
employing three hundred hands, mostlj' 
children. Another Paterson firm, Dexter, 
Lambert & Co., make sixty to seventy 
thousand yards of dress trimming per 
month. Cheney Brothers, in their mills at 
Manchester, Connectic ut, have been in the 
business for lliirty years, and now employ 
one thousand hands. Their annual pro- 
duction : s sixtj* thousand pounds trown 
silks, sixty thousand 1 o.tnds of “patent 
spun,” one hundred thousand pieces of 
be't ribbons, and six hundred thousand 
yards of wide goods, comprising dress 
silks, gross grains, poplins, foulards, and 
pongees. Gross grains are turned out at 
the rate of several thousand ya:ds weekly, 
by ( ivenaud’s establishment in Iloffoken, 
and Stern’s, in First avenue, New York. 
There are fif.y mills, counting small and 
large together, engaged in various stages 
of the manufacture in New York city. 
Paterson, N. J , is the headquarters of the 
trade, and its fifteen factories do more 
than those of any other place. At Passaic 
and Hoboken, in N. J.;at Schenectady, 
Troy, Yonkers, N. Y. : at Mansfield, Hart- 
ford, Manchester, Conn.; in Philadelphia, 
and at many other places the business 
flourishes.

In conversation with a prominent Wall 
street man yesterday — a gentleman who is 
fully conversant with every move of 
finance, and who D interested to the ex- 
tent of millions of dollars — the following 
astounding queries, which he stated point- 
ed the way to a clear expose of the whole 
transaction of the pauic of last week, were 
propounded : 

In an editorial article published in one 
of 0 ir morning contemporaries of Septem- 
ber 24, this paragraph occurs. Alter al- 
luding to the advent of tbe irrepressible 
Fisk in the gold room thej’ say: “They 
not only bulled gold with a will, but talked 
freely of the warrant which .hey had from 
Washington that the government would 
not interfere with them. The highest offi- 
cial in the land was quoted as being with 
them, and he, of course, controls the ac- 
tion of the Secretary of the Treasury, and 
the New York Assistant Treasurer. Mr. 
Corbin’s name is also mentioned in con- 
nection with the clique, who, by tlie way, 
is brother-in-law of the President.” 

Now. who really compose the ring that 
made up this tremendous combination to 
put up gold and ruin thousands to gratify 
their insane lust for greed? 

Who is directly responsible for the 
paralj’sis in trade, the fall in stocks, the 
geueral distrust exhibited in almost all 
mercantile transactions, and the clouds 
which have obscured the whole financial 
sky? If this crusade against the street, 
this unheard of audacity in grappling with 
iron fingers the whole, nje, and five times 
more gold than lies in the governmental 
a. id bank colters of the whole country 
were the work of any one man, the country 
might well tremble aud say, Who and 
what is the power that in forty-eight 
hours can wo.lc such a tremendous revo- 
lution? The solution of the problem cau 
onlj- be given in 0:10 way. 

The government hold in their vaults say 
§70,000,000 coin, and tbe banks about 
§15,000,000, in all less than §100,000,000. 
What individual or clique of men who 
have the brains and the money to under- 
take such a gigantic movement would do 
so unless they had the most undoubted as- 
surance from the government that no gold 
should be thrown on to tbe street to defeat 
their plans, and thus inc ur losses of mill- 
ions to themselves? How' long has this 
scheme boon in progress, and who were 
the originators? The ruined bankers of 
New York demand to know it. 

An indignant country demands it. and 
asks why the carriage of the cool-headed, 
sharp, keen President of the Eric road 
has been seen morning and night in West 
Twenty-seventh street, at the residence of 
the brother-in-law of the President. Per- 
haps 1 lie confidential agent of the shrewd 
Prince of Erie, who has, in the last two 
weeks, made so manj' midnight journeys 
to Washington, Penn., might explain some- 
thing about the matter. The frequent in- 
terviews of the Admiral with Gen. Grant 
at. New York, Saratoga, Long Island 
Sound and elsewhere are very significant. 

Whose influence was it that appointed 
the piesent sub-treasurer of New York 
after another man’s commission had been 
made out? and what kind of a bargain 
was made. 

How much money has been sent to 
Washington that was not used in furnish- 
ing the White House in the last week or 
two? 

Who cashed the $100,000 check and the

Last evening the Keystone Club paraded 
in full numbers, and passed over a long 
route from Arch to South streets, thence 
to Pine, aud up to Broad, and along Broad 
to Chestnut, thence to Twelfth, and up 
that street to the Ridge avenue, and along 
it for some distance, and thbn eastwardly 
to Third street, down which thej* marched 
to Chestnut street, and up it to be dis- 
missed. And they went along with entire 
peace and quietness until they were pass- 
ing Fifth street. We are able to saj' that 
the Keystone Club purposely avoided the 
route of the Republican Invincibles, who 
also paraded last night, in order that there 
might be noprovocation. 

Yesterday at noon Mr. Hamilton, chair- 
man of the Democratic Executive Com- 
mittee, hearing that the Invincibles in- 
tended to provoke a fight, addressed r 
letter to Mr. Nagle, Marshal of the Key 
stone Club, asking him to postpone indefi- 
nitely the contemplated parade. The re 
fusat to comply with this request ha.> 
resulted in this murderous assault upon 
the Keystone Club. Major Fox also 
made the same request, but it too was un- 
heeded. 

When the main bodj’ of the Keystone 
Club had passed the intersection of Fifth 
street, a number of Invincibles, hanging 
around Fifth and Chestnut streets, com- 
menced hooting at the lear end of the 
line. This was carri .d to such an extent 
that the club rallied to defend its rear. 
They rushed down Fifth toward Library 
street, at the corner of which is the Invin- 
cible headquarters, iu the old building of 
the Mercantile Library. Before reaching 
Library street, a volley of shots, variously 
estimated at from one hundred to three 
hundred, from muskets and pistols, were 
tired upou the members of the Keystone 
Club, who were unarmed, and consequently 
were the only persons, except bystanders 
who were wounded. The Radicals, having 
fired the volleys, immediately tied, but not 
without being hotly pursued for a short 
distance bj' the Keystone Club, who, how- 
ever, soou gave up the pursuit, and it 
was not long before quiet was restored.

Mr. James Fisher, ex-Justice of tbe 
Peace in Hudson county, N. J., and law- 
yer in New York, who is now iu jail in 
Raymond street awaiting the action of the 
grand jury ou a charge of stealing a judg- 
ment roll from the office of the County 
Clerk in Brooklyn, now appears in a new 
role. The new case is entitled “Clara 
Fisher vs. William Fisher.” Mr. Edwin 
James, for pluintitF, yesterday applied to 
the Supreme Court of Brookljn, at the 
special term. Judge Gilbert presiding, for 
an order calling upon the defendant to 
show cause whj r tbe deerc-e of divorce ob- 
tained in this suit and all the proceedings 
should not be vacated upon the ground ot 
fraud.

Miss Anthony then mentioned the fact 
that Mrs. Kate N. Doggett, who was hon- 
ored with a chocolate aud cake partj’ at 
the bureau, had this daj* sailed for Europe 
to attend the Congress to take place in 
Berlin next month, carrying with her an 
address for this association to that Con- 
gress — of which Miss Anthony read a 
copy. A lengthj - and rather verbose ad- 
dress, it contained the usual matter given 
by the Crowing Hens on such occasions. 
Miss Anthony then gave some account of 
the intentions of the German Congress, 
which seems to be a movement to establish 
■a bureau, not like the Twenty-third street 
— ob, no. quite different — a bureau which 
shall educate women for the various kinds 
of housework; they also intend to estab 
lish a bureau of distribution in this conn 
try, to which the women shall be sent 
when qualified for work, and from which 
they will be sent into good places. Mrs. 
Doggett took with her a small invoice of 
Yankee notions, such as washboards, 
mops. &c., to show the German women how 
much ahead the Americans are of their 
German sisters in the conveniences ol 
housekeeping. 

Mrs. \\ tlbottr read the report of the ex- 
ecutive committee, and road the call for a 
convention to be held at Washington in 
January next. 

Miss Anthony alluded to the convention 
of last j’ear and its success.

Onr Women's Voices. 

From the Horae Journal. 

An excellent thing in woman is r* g> rr~ 
tle, rich, mellow, pnre tone of voice. The 
cultivation of the speaking voice fcas not 
been sufficiently considered in any p .rt of 
the United States, and the consequence ii 
that American women, and especially 
young American girls, are, most of them, 
talking with a hard, nasal twang, wh : c!» is 
a veritable torture to a fine ear. A pure, 
good, refined woman's yoice is the best of 
all music. 

In olden time the nasal quality was at- 
tributed especially to New England wo* 
men, and the consequence is that New 
England women have been educated out 
of the vicious habit of their mothers and 
grandmothers, and now there is no sweeter 
voice heard than that of a cultivated, re- 
fined woman cf BostoD, or any of th* 
larger Yankee cities. 

“The twang exiled from Yankee land 
seem-', savs the Philadelphia Bull-tin, 
“to have taken up its abode in Pennsyl- 
vania, and conspicuously in the Quaker 
City. The manner in which many of the 
young women, and some, too, of the young 
men, talk about walking ‘deown town, 
and of going ‘he-yer,’ and They er, id so 
dreadfully shocking that tbe New Eng- 
landers. purged of their faulty provincial- 
isms, turn the laugh on us. There- are 
many more vices of phrase, of pronuncia- 
tion, ©f accent, and of inflection tha* edu- 
cated strangers, visiting Philadelphia, are 
apt to remark in the conversation of 
young women. Bat the worst vice of all, 
and the hardest to correct, is that cf the 
metallic, rasping, high pitched voice, 
which is heard even among the school 
girls, and which is aggravated in maturity. 

‘The one redeeming trait of seme cf tbe 
English burlesque actresses that have vis- 
ited this eountrj' lately, i.-* said to be the 
delicious qualities of their voices in 
speaking. A student of language and the 
voice mentions, in a magazine article, one 
of them 'whose speech is vocal velvet.’ 
It maj' be something in education that 
makes an English woman's voice, in 
speaking, more musical than an American 
woman .>. in the voice 

of the New' England woman, hov. ver, 
shows that there is nothing in our ciiiaate 
to destroy the best qualities of the voice. 
The bad voice all results from bad habits 
aud careless training. There is a certain 
vulgarity about the ordimfrj- tone of most 
of the young women of the period in 
America that is repe’dant to a set. .live 
ear accustomed to a different tone. 

“Words of encouragement, of hope, of 
consolation, uttered in such a voice, 
sound like a burlesque. As for v.orda 
of love, it does not seem pc. ible 
that in such tones as are the habit 
of time and the place, they could 
ever create a good impression. Mothers, 
fathers and school teachers should r.ite 
in an endeavor to reform the bad tone 
and the bad inflections of the to:'. os o £ 
their growing young girls — and. indeed^ 
1 k>J's. too. should be included. The cult- 
ure of the voice in speaking ought to be 
made a part of the training of y uth 
throughout the country.
